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DETAILED ACTION 

In the amendment filed on 10/08/08, the following have occurred: claims 3, 4 and 17 
have been amended and claims 3-4, 7-8, 11-12, and 17-19 are currently pending. In the 
previous office action, the examiner indicated allowable subject matter and advised the 
applicant to rewrite or amend the claims to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C 101 . 
The applicant's amendment has necessitated the withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C 101 
rejection set forth in the previous office action. However, the language of the amended 
claims is not sufficiently supported by the applicant's specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 3-4, 7-8, 11-12, and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the Inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The independent claims 
3 and 4 recite the limitations "An automated method for compensating financial asset 
service providers comprising: identifying a service provider who is responsible for at 
least collection of a plurality of payments from a debtor to a creditor in connection with a 
financial account related to at least one loan and for making a plurality of payments to 
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the creditor; and determining a financial asset services value to be paid to the service 
provider as a percentage of the principal and interest paid in connection with the 
financial account, and wherein the preceding steps are implemented by a 
computer, comprising at least a computer processor. " The independent claim 17 
also recites the limitations "An automated method for structuring a financial asset 
service agreement wherein fees collected in servicing a financial asset related to at 
least one loan are based upon a percentage of both the principal and interest paid in 
connection with the financial asset; and wherein the preceding step is implemented by a 
computer, comprising at least a computer processor." The specification as originally 
filed does not teach that the method steps recited in independent claims 3, 4, and 17 
are automated and can be implemented by a computer, comprising at least a computer 
processor. The examiner searched the length and breath of applicant's specification, but 
failed to find a single paragraph where support for these limitations is provided.
